F..E. Moss, a Democrat from 


Utah, has added his voice to those 


interests in the United States which 


are looking thirstily at Canada’s 
water ~resources: and talking in 
terms of continental. responsibility. 

The sinister part of Senator 


Moss’s. remarks, as far as Canadians 


are concerned, is his implication 


that there is a moral issue. involved 
——that it would” be immoral for 
Canada to insist on keeping its pure 


water for its own use, and therefore 
moral for the United States to in- 


sist on sharing in the supply. His- 


tory is full of “moral” wars, and 
the progress of Senator Moss’s cam- 
paign will be something to watch. 

Urging the plan whereby Cana- 
dian rivers would be dammed and 
piped southward to other parts of 


this continent, Senator Moss ob- 


serves, according to~an Associated 


Press dispatch from, Billings, Mon- 


tana: “There is a question in my 


mind about the right of one section 


of a country, or one section of a 
continent, to waste water—to allow 
vast! quantities of it to run to the 
sea unused, while other sections do 
not have enough to meet the re- 
quirements of their growing popula- 
tion.” 

Coming -from a member of the 
United States Congress, that is an 
interesting statement. The easy 
transfer of the argument from 
“country” — te- “eontinent”. — as 
though the continent is subject to 
an overall government just as a 
nation is—suggests that Senator 
Moss. already thinks in terms of 
Washington as the capital of North 
America ‘as well as ‘of the United 
States. That Canada might have 
long-range plans for the use of its 
water resources—plans for the 
“requirements of its growing popU- 
lation” in the future rather than 
requirements of the growing United 
States population today—does not 
seem to occur té Senator Moss. 

_And: the Senator’s indignation 
at those sections of countries or of 
continents which -waste water 


Senator Moss 


might well be directed to the coun- 
try which he helps to govern, for 
even conservationists of his own 
land ‘deplore the shocking waste of 
pure water which has occurred in 
the United States through pollution 
by industry and otherwise. As the 
late General A. G. L. McNaughton, 
Canada’s eminent expert on water 
resources,, once, observed, the 
United States does not lack water, 
only clean water, and much of its 
supply problem could be solved by 
reclaiming the waterways which 
have been befouled. eA: 

Noting that some Canadians 
“have strong reservations about ex- 
porting water to the United States” 
while others are willing to assess 
the supply and see how it might be 
shared with: the neighboring coun- 
try, Senator Moss brings the mat- 
ter to a head with the comment— 
or is it a warning? — that the 
matter of transferring water from 
river basins with a surplus to those 
without enough “must be faced 
soon. We cannot duck the water 
importation question much longer.” 

The whole impression to be 
gained from the American Sena- 
tor’s remarks seems: to add up to: 
you've got it, we want it, let’s not 
waste any time getting this settled. 

Both Ottawa and the provinces 
at the official level so far have been. 
cool to any proposals for export of 
Canada’s water resources. We do 
not know exactly what we have, 
we know still less about what we 
may need in the near and distant 


future. Once exported, with indus- — 


tries and populations in the United 
States dependent ,on the Canadian 
supplies, it would be impossible ever 
to regain control of the water flow. 
The time would come when Canada 
would bitterly repent any rash de- 
cision to sell its water-at any price. 

Water will mean life, both in- 
dividual and national, and any 
thought that we are merely the cus- 
todians. of a continental resource 
which must be shared with any 
other ‘country should be firmly re- 
jected from the beginning. 


More Than Money 


CRGANEEE? LABOR AND 
particularly union leaders, are 
blamed for much of the industrial 
strife in evidence these days. But 
it has also been remarked by more 
thoughtful observers that the union 
Jeaders are quite often not really 
leading the rank-and-file. The num- 
ber of wildcat strikes carried on 
against the advice of leaders. the 
number of contracts negotiatéd by 
union chiefs and then rejected by 
the members, indicate that under 
the surface things are not quite 
what they seem, ‘ 

Mr. Elmer Phillips, an executive 
of a Toronto-based industrial psy- 
chology consulting firm, pointed out 
in a recent address that there are 
other things besides money which 
motivate wotkers and that not 
enough attention is being paid to 
them. Mr. Phillips recalled that in 
the ’30’s, when jobs were scarce, it 
wasn’t difficult to get people to 
work hard. The employee was de- 
pendent on the employer and he did 
as he was told or he was put out of 
his job. : 

But the situation now is quite 
different.: With full employment, 
any person with any degree of skill 
can find a job and,.if it is not satis- 


tactory, leave it for another. “The 
management of many organiza- 
tions,” Mr. Phillips says, “find this 
difficult to accept. They think they 
can manage and behave as they 
did in the ’30s. They are inclined to 
believe that ‘money and fringe 
benefits alone motivate people to 
work.” 


In actual fact; Mr. Phillips’ or- 
ganization finds many people are 
bored by what they are doing—not 
only the rank and file workers but 
executives as well. Current research 
indicates that while people want’ to 
bé adequately paid for their efforts, 
they also want interesting, challeng- 
ing and satisfying work. The situa- 
tion now-seerms to be that not only 
management but union leaders as 
well are out of touch with em- 
ployees and out of -touch with the 
social changes which are being 
forced by technological changes. 


“Most people,” Mr. Phillips said, 
“want to be productive. . . to) be 
fulfilled .. . to be committed to the 
enterprise. _Management will have 
to create the kinds of conditions 


and the climate that will permit ° 


people to get satisfaction’and fulfil- 
ment from their work.”

This makes it. very important for 
outsiders to understand the basic facts of 
Vietnamese political life. Much had been 
heard of the prospects of Viet Nam's 
slow towards democracy since 
the Constituent Assembly elections there 
two weeks ago. Visions of a new 
constitution and an elected government 


have induced in some American politi-’, 


cians -a. mood of grand confidence in 
their little ally’s democratic future. Yet 
the elections have not changed the 
structure of real power in Viet Nam one 
bit. The army has been the real ruler of 
Viet Vam since ‘the overthrow of 
President Diem and remains so today 
not so much by its own choice as by 
default. — - a 

The politicians who complain against 
military rule are incapable of providing 
a stable alternative. The dozens of small 
political parties which split and regroup 
with confusing dexterity simply have no 
true popular base. ‘ 

The four great religious groups — the 
Buddhists, Catholics and the two sects 
peculiar to Viet Nam, the Cao Daists and 
Hoa Haos—are split both among each 
other and themselves. A truly strong 
government needs their support. But 
their hostility cannot now bring down a 
government unless some disgruntled 
generals ally with them. 


Misplaced Criticism 

Seen in this Jight much of the 
criticism of Marshal Ky’s government, 
both from Vietnamese and foreigners, is 
misplaced. What does matter is the 
government’s popularity, or lack of it. 

But what are. the chances of the 
available South -Vietnamese politicians 
doing much better (they have certainly 
muffed the few chances already given 
them since the fall of Diem)? Above all, 
what chance is there that they can 
“produce an economic and social program 


for Sotith Viet Nam that will win the 


enthusiasm of ordinary people, and in 
particular of the peasants? 

Dr. Phan Quang Dan, a politician 
much liked by liberal Westerners and a 
possible candidate for the presidency in 
any futute election, is pretty much on 
his own when he proposes a radical land 
ownership program. He would like 
ownership of rice land to be limited to 5 


hectares. Under the existing land reform ' 


law, enacted under President Diem, the 
theoretical limit is 100 hectares. 

The real position is rather different. 
One tenant farmer I talked to in the 
Delta paid a rent of 40 per cent of his 
annual tice crop (25 per. cent is the 
actual legal limit) to a landlord whom he 
claimed owned 200° or more hectares of

rice-paddy, He had never seen the - 


landlord, who was a woman, but believed 
she lived in- Saigon. She had no 
obligations of any kind towards her 
tenants. . 

The landlord living in Saigon is only 
one of the troubling chatacters of the 
Vietnamese scene, I find it ‘hard to 
forget the doctor in a town in the Dejta 
who runs.a private maternity clinic that 
charges the equivalent of nearly £30 for 
a confinement. He drives to Saigon in an 
Alfa Romeo.

barriers. The war limits freedom of 
action. The bulk of American aid is 
administered “in quch a way that it 
simply reinforces the existing econo 
structure. And perhaps less obvious, the 
fact that the war is against “Com- 
munism’ makes almost any non-Com- 
munist left-wing thought suspect. # 


Resistance Low 


South Viet Nam is not a 
longing to go Communist, but its ability; 
D resist Communism is still extrempetye 
low. 

Americans in. South Viet Nam often 
puzzle over what they like to call the 
Vietnamese “lack of motivation. Outside 
Saigon I met a CIA man with a startling 
resemblance to Mr. Khrushchev -who 
declared: “There’s nothing wrong with 
this. country that good leadership and 
motivation couldn’t put right.” 

It is already a danger sign that some 
Americans feel that they must inspire 
the Vietnamese to fight what is still at 
least partly their war. But there are in 
fact Vietnamese remedies to hand... An. 
ancient axiom of Vietnamese: govern- 
ment goes like this: the people first, the 
institutions second, and the king last. It 
would be an excellent principle for any 
Saigon government, whether of soldiers, 
politicians or bonges. But if someone 
does not do something about it soon, the: 
Vietnamese may well lapse into a 
passivity which no amount of American 


motivation can cure.

Takes Middle Ground 


By The Canadian Institute of Public Opinion 

In Canada, the public-is divided closely as between those 
who -want the U.S. to withdraw its troops. from Viet Nam— 
and those who want the war attacks strengthened. : 

In Britain, the public wants withdrawal of U:S. troops by 
a three-to-ore ratio over those who want an escalation of 
the war. 

In\ the States, a majority of the public want war attacks 
increased—with a ratio of three to one over those who would 
like U.S, troops to be withdrawn- now. 

In all three nations the segment who think the war should 
carry on at its present level is abuert identical—just under 
two in ten. 

To establish viewpoints of ‘the average man and woman, 
Gallup Affiliates asked the same question in Canada, Britain 
and the States: 

“Just from what you have heard or read. which of these 
statements comes closest to the way you feel about the war 
in Viet Nam? 1, The U.S. should withdraw its troops; 
2. The U.S. should carry on its present level of fighting; 
8. The U.S. should increase the strength of its attacks against 
North Viet Nam.” 

Results show that, as often happens, Canadian attitudes 
take a middle course between those of Britain and the U.S. 
It is interesting to note that while there is wide disagreement 
between the three nations as to whether U.S. troops should 

, or war attacks strengthened, and while the 

ent wanting the present level of warfare to be maintained 

is almost identical, those with no opinion to give in Canada 
and Britain are high, compared to this segment in the States:
